5 sandstone which set it off. The Taj, whose marble 
* walls and dome and minarets are reflected in the 
^ water, was commenced in 1680 A.D. by the Emperor 
h Shah Jahan to receive the body of his beloved 
« Mumlaz-i-Mahal (Pride of the Palace). 
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
